The Great Order of the White Brotherhood is a Brother- 
hood composed of God-conscious, liberated, individuals, and 
their disciples—those called and then chosen that they may 
be taught and assisted as they enter the birth of liberation; as 
God, the Father, Aum-Jehovah, watches over every living 
thing upon this planet and the other planets of this solar 
system. 

Man is the highest creation of God, and as Holy Scrip- 
tures say, "Man is God's crowning Glory." Man, coming 
into the full stature of the perfect man, requires assistance for 
one or more, and usually more, births. At this place, man 
prays to God and desires guidance. The Prodigal first awak- 
ened, then his reason became active. He said, through this 
reasoning: In my Father's house there is abundance; I will 
arise and go to my Father. And, somewhere, in crossing the 
desert wastes, he felt the Father's care. The Father had met 
him with his Spirit of Love from afar. The Prodigal, being 
spiritually quickened, entered the Path. In other words, he 
then became an Initiate in the Great Order of Elder Brothers, 
Jesus Christ, the Head; and Aum-Jehovah, the Father. 
watching over all, and his Love continuously drawing, draw- 
ing, drawing the cords of the Heart of man, until the “Old 
Man" steps aside, and the Lotus of the Heart « , in re- 
sponse to the cosmic Love, it being quickened by the touch of 
Jehovah's Love. e = 

Many are the deep mysteries of God's Universe and Plan, 
for one to learn after he has become an Initiate. Each Initiate 
is truly tested in every part of his being, that is, concerning 
his natural self and the five senses, which sway and control 
the carnal man. If the Initiate continues to walk the Sacred 
Path, which leads

he soon perceives that the carnal self is to become eliminated, 
as it is too heavy for Atman to carry to the mountain-top 
of Truth, and this is impossible, as there is a gulf between 
the dimensions, carnality and Truth. This gulf is crossed 
by Spirituality: for it is when man Spiritually awakens that 
the Father assists him; and he, by the help of Jehovah touches 
the Path, where vibrate Jehovah, the Elohim, Jesus Christ 
and the Masters in the Great Brotherhood. Here he is watched 
over earnestly. To know this, gives the Initiate courage, 
Faith, Love and Devotion. Then Understanding and Rever- 
ence are his. He then sings aloud his praises to God. 


In the teaching of Aum, the Absolute Reality, man is 
destined to stand on the mountain-top of Truth, and become 
cosmically conscious that, as he becomes at-one with Aum, 
the Essence, he also, in the next degree of cosmic God-con- 
sciousness, is conscious that he is at-one with the Divine 
Mother, the celestial Aum-Jehovah, and every God-conscious 
individual. 

The Father is not a partial God, but chooses each indi- 
vidual to fill his place according to lessons learned and 
wrought out in other days. The ancient eastern teaching calls 
this “karma.” 

The hets in the Hebrew dispensations, from Moss 
to Malachi, were each long years in preparation. There wert 
some of the Hebrew Prophets who came into their awakening 
in youth. Joseph was one, his soul-self shining through, and 
revealing, somewhat, the Light which he had gleaned in 
other births. This caused his brothers to become envious of 
him, and through this they sold him into bondage, Egyptian 
bondage, a heavy yoke indeed, as the children of Israel sadly 
learned in their four hundred years of bondage in Egypt. 


Moses was many years working out his karma of past 


births, overcoming his f and learning to forget self 
and listen to the Presence—Aum. Moses, at that time, could 
both see and hear with the Soul perception, as it required the 
finer senses of the Atman-self to see that fire (the burning 
bush), and to hear that voice; but Moses stopped, listened 
and responded. 


Every Prophet of old, in every religion, has learned to 
so step aside from the well traveled and broad highway. 
which the unawakened masses of humanity travel, that he is 
criticized many times, scorned and ridiculed; but, hark! he 
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then learns, by and by, to turn completely to God, letting 
go of the old, that he may come into the new. This is 
“Renunciation,” so known and called by the Ancients. But 
when one stands who is chosen, eventually the waters become 
cool and refreshing, and the fruit which he gathers along 
the Way is most luscious. He, partaking of these, rejoices. 
He overflows with Gratitude to God: and, in this exuberance 
of Spirit, he Loves his fellow man, and joyously serves him. 
He counts not his footsteps. He is joyous, that he is, at 
last, worthily attuned, and that the Father responds to his 
request that his fellowman be blessed. 

All the chosen ones of God, as they are touched by the 
fire of Aum, the Holy Spirit, have their testing times of Faith 
and Love to God: but the Prophets of old did not fail God. 
They stood the persecutions of the carnal man. They knew 
the Truth that it was only the carnal man. They also knew 
that all chains forged in carnality, strong though they seem, 
break and melt away in the Cosmic Fire, Aum. 

Jesus taught these Truths in the inner to his disciples. 
They were to meet the people and give to the people His 
message from the Father. Jesus knew that they could not 
stand among the masses writhing in ignorance, selfishness and 
bigotry, when his personality had withdrawn from them.

The way back to the "Father's House" (Aum) is th 
way of Prayer. The bravest and strongest of men have 
found times when, all else failing, they have intuitionally 
turned to Prayer to God for help or relief—and such Prayers 
have been answered. 

The deep lesson here is that man should not wait for 
times of extremity in which to pray, but should learn to go 
in Humility, more and more, to the loving, ever-present, 
Father for guidance, protection and all things needed. 

God, the Father, did not, as the unenlightened believe, 
place man in this world of pain, disappointment and limita- 
tion; but, man, by losing his conscious link with the Father, 
vibrated out into this world; and now finds it to be a trak- 
less "wilderness" from which apparently no distinct paths 
lead. In answer to Prayers from the children thus lost, the 
Father of Love confers the Spiritual gifts of Light, Vision 
and Wisdom, by the use of which the crooked and endless 
ways become straight. and a Path, leading out of the "Wild- 
erness" (confusion) namely, the Christ Path, finally appears. 

Let man, after entering the Path of Light, pause and 
forget to talk to the Father and Pray for guidance at each 
step, the Light grows dim, the Path becomes obscure, and 
obstacles, both large and small, block the Way. In response 
to renewed Prayer the Father removes these obstacles, causes 
his Light to again brightly shine, whereupon the journey is 
resumed. Time after time is this repeated by each pilgrim 
until, in Understanding and Wisdom, he does not again 
forget to pray.

If he travels the true Path and ap- 
plies himself, as it were, to the oats of Prayer. the Father, 
Aum-Jehovah, will direct the boat in which he is traveling 
safely into port (AUM). Herein lies the “application” of 
Prayer. To know that the oars will move the boat and not 
apply them to the water, is like believing in Prayer, but not 
Praying. As we know that one or two strokes will not move 
a row-boat very far, similarly, one or two prayers will not 
carry one into port —the Kingdom of the Christ. 

Jesus, being aware of this, as a spiritual Truth, prayed 
continually, and therefore, by the Father's guidance, finished 
tbe journey, stepped from the boat ori the sea of human life, 
onto the solid Rock, the landing place, which is the Living 
Reality—Aum. 

Jesus was the "Perfect Pattern" for all men because he 
made the application of Prayer to his own life and expression.

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HEALING 


KNOWING the Truth is as necessary in Healing as in 
any other branch of Spiritual activity. Jesus said: 


“If ye continue in my word, then are ye my disciples 
indeed. And ye shall know the Truth, and the Truth shall 
make you free.” (John 8:31, 32.) 


As shown in the lesson on Healing in the last issue of 
THE GREETING MESSENGER, Faith and Understanding, 
united, bring out the "Knowing" quality in man's conscious- 
ness. 

The Truth does not make us free from the discord and 
dis-ease of relativity until we know the Truth. The Prayer 
for Healing, voiced by one who "knows," is far more potent 
than the Prayer of one with only Faith; and the Prayer of 
one with Faith only, ascends high above that voiced as a 
mere form and without the Spirit behind it, and directing its 
expression. 

Considerable explanation is here necessary, not that the 
Truth is complex; but man, by his tenaciously holding to 
carnal beliefs, has made it difficult of perception. The fol- 
lowing paragraphs from the Flashlights of Truth will be 
helpful.

These quotations from the Divine source reveal that 
true Healing is a purely Spiritual process, with a Spiritual 
foundation—Aum. Wlas ore Kibws Aum, he knows the 
Scientific Action of the Spirit, whicb brings about the Heal- 
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ing. Man's part is Prayer, in some form. Aum, and Jehovah, 
Jesus Christ and the Holy Ghost respond. Just how thy 
respond is known only to the Awakened ones and the Illy. 
minati; and let us not forget that often the answer of th 
Father, Aum-Jehovah is through the Illuminati, the Master 
in the White Brotherhood, from the purely Fourth Dimen- 
sion.

None but the “Knowing” one can understandingly voice 
such prayers, for carnality, not guided by Spiritual Wisdom, 
does not wish to pay debts incurred by selfishness and un 
kindness, but does wish to be free from bondages and hind- 
rances, so that it can go on in further selfishness and wanton 
desire. This leads to distress and deeper discords, and so the 
wheel of disappointment in the outer life of experience rolls 
on and on, until the suffering which ensues is severe enough

CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT 
Prayer and Faith 


In the Aquarian Gospel of Jesus The Christ, chapter 
130, the story is told of how the disciples of Jesus had tried 
to heal a child, and failed. Jesus came, and being implored 
by the father, healed the child. The disciples sought to know 
the reason for their failure, and Jesus explained that thy 
forgot to Pray, pointing out the importance of always look- 
ing to God when healing is to be done. We repeat here the 
account of the healing and the lesson to the disciples: 

“When Jesus, Peter, James and John were come unto the 
city's gates a multitude of people thronged the way. Th 
nine apostles who went not with Jesus to the mount, had 
tried to heal an epileptic child who was obsessed, and they 
had failed; the people waited for the coming of the Lord. 

“When Jesus came tbe father of the child knelt down 
before him and implored his help. He said, my Master, | 
beseech that you will look in pity on my son, my only child: 
he is an epileptic child and suffers grievously. Sometimes he 
falls into the fire and is burned; again he falls into the water 
and is like to drown: and many times a day he falls, he grinds 
his teeth, the foam pours from his mouth. I took my child 
to your disciples, and they failed to give relief. And as he 
spoke a servant brought the child before the Lord (the child 
spoke not, for he was dumb), and instantly he fell upon the 
ground, he writhed in agony. 

“And Jesus said, How long has he been troubled thus?

ien Jesus an twelve went tc use, and after 
they bad taken food and been refreshed, the nine disciples 
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said, Lord, why could we not heal this child? We spoke the 
Wards bat E that was powerless. And Jesus said: Your 
great success in al! your former work has made you careless, 
and you forgot to recognize the power of God. Without 
the Spirit of the Word, the Word is like an idle tale; and you 
forgot to Pray. 

“There is no Faith without the Prayer of Faith. Faith 
is the wings of Prayer, but wings alone fly not. By Prayer 
and Faith you can bring down the mountain peaks, and cast 
them in the sea; the little hills will skip about like lambs at 
your command. This failure may be well for you. The 
greatest lessons that are learned in life come through the 
failures that are made. As the disciples sat in thoughtful 
meditation Jesus said: Let these words sink into your hearts.” 

The greatest lesson for the children and young people of 
to-day to learn well, is the place of Prayer in the daily life. 
The disciples became careless and forgot to Pray; the child 
was not healed. To-day the people forget to Pray; and they 


find themselves in hard problems, which they know they 
alone cannot solve.
